Your  Committee  on  County  Poor  and  County  Property  would  respectfully  report 
that  they  have  visited  the  county  farm  as  per  your  request.  The  keeper  being  ab- 
sent they  lacked  information  on  some  things  that  might  have  helped  them  to  make 
a better  report.  We  found  no  cause  for  complaint  among  the  inmates,  the  building 
was  clean  and  well  heated  by  steam.  Your  committee  would  recommend  that  the 
Superintendents  of  the  Poor  have  the  boiler  inspected  and  that  it  have  the  neces- 
sary repairs  as  soon  as  possible.  The  barns  should  have  one  coat  of  paint,  also  the 
outside  wood  work  of  the  house.  Your  committee  would  further  recommend  that 
a cesspool  be  dug  in  the  jail  yard  eight  feet  in  diameter  and  fifteen  feet  deep,  to  be 
bricked  up  and  have  an  iron  cover,  and  to  have  connection  with  the  two  already 
there  to  receive  their  overflow.  Your  committee  would  also  recommend  that  a 
bookcase,  with  roller  shelves  to  hold  at  least  one  hundred  volumes,  be  - purchased 
for  the  Probate  Office;  also  a carpet  around  the  desks  in  same  office,  and  that  the 
walls  and  ceilings  in  two  rooms  of  the  jail  be  cleaned  and  painted  to  correspond 
with  other  rooms  in  the  building.  We  would  also  recommend  that  the  north  room 
of  the  County  Clerk’s  office  be  divided  by  a wood  partition  and  the  west  part  so 
divided  to  be  used  for  an  office  by  the  County  School  Commissioner.  Your  com- 
mittee would  also  report  that  they  have  examined  the  books  of  the  Superintendents 
of  the  Poor  and  find  them  correct.
